AN ORDINANCE MANDATING THE STRICT IMPLEMENTATION OF 
CURFEW HOURS FROM 8 00 O’CLOCK IN THE EVENING TO 5 00 
O’CLOCK IN THE MORNING OF THE FOLLOWING DAY STARTING 
MARCH 15. 2020 PRESCRIBING THE PROPER PROCEDURE FOR THEIR 
APPREHENSION AND CUSTODY DUE TO COVID-19

WHEREAS, Article II. Section 15 of the 1987 Constitution provides that the State shall 
protect and promote the nght to health of live people and instill health consciousness among 
them; 


WHEREAS, Section 16 of the Local Government Code states that tt is the duty of every 
Local Government Unit to promote the health and safety of the people within its territorial 
jurisdiction, and the public in general. 

WHEREAS, the World Health Organization (WHO) has already declared COVID-19 as 
a global pmdcmic with the virus having spread globally and infecting hundteds of thousands of 
people worldwide with the number increasing constantly; 

WHEREAS, on March 8,2020, President Rodrigo R Duterte placed Use country under a 
Stale of Public Health Emergency through Proclamation No 922 in the light of the outbreak and 
consequent local transmission ofCOVID-19, 

WHEREAS, President Rodrigo R Duterte placed the National Capital Region (NCR) 
under community quarantine on the strength of the recommendation of the Inter-Agency Task 
Force for the Management of Emerging Infectious Disease through its Resolution No 11 (Series 
of 2020). 

WHEREAS, as of March 15. 2020, there arc already one hundred forty (140) confirmed 
cases of COVID-19 in the country The City of Son Juan accounted for fifteen (15) of the 
confirmed cases of COVID-19; 

WHEREAS, in order to implement the order of President Rodngo R Duterte to adopt 
certain measures reinforcing social distancing and community quarantine, the Metro Manila 
Council adopted several Resolutions dated March 14, 2020 urging all Local Government Units 
of the NCR to issue an ordinance declaring city-wide curfew due to COVID-19. 

WHEREAS, by virtue of RA 11332. An Act Providing Policies and Prescribing 
Procedures on Surveillance and Response to Notifiable Diseases, Epidemics, and Health 
Concern, and Appropriating Funds Thereof, repealing for the Purpose Act No 3573, the 
President issued Presidential Proclamation No 922;

SECTION 2. DEFINITION Of TERMS - As used in this Ordinance, the following 
words and phrases shall mean 

a Public Places • refer to places where the general public, or a substantial group of 
people, base access including but not limited to, streets, highways, sidewalks, alleys, parking 
lots, vacant lots, parks and the common areas in the vicinity of churches, apartment buildings, 
office buildings, hospitals, schools, shops, and oilier similar places or establishments. 

b Child • refers to a person under eighteen (IK) years of age, 

c Curfew Hours means hours prohibiting the public to remain or stay tn public places 
without legal or justifiable reason from 8;00 o’clock in the evening to 5:00 o’clock in the 
morning of the following day; 

d Law Enforcement Officer • refers to person in authority or hivher agent as defined in 
Article 152 of the Rev ised Penal Code, including the traffic enforcers and barangay tanods and 
any other government employee or official nutlion/cd by the City Mayor 

c Parents - shall mean any of the following biological parents, adoptive parents or 
individuals who have custody of the child 

f Guardian- shall mean I) A person who under coun order is the guardian of the person 
of a minor. 2) A public or private agency with whom minor has been placed for custody by a 
court. 3) A person in charge of the custody or who is taking care of a minor whether relativ e or 
not; and 4) A person at least 18 years of age and authorize by a parent or guard lo accompany a 
minor in a public plucc or to have the care and custody over him or her 

i. Residence means the house or home where the child and his parents or guardian 
actually reside

It vhull alto be unlawful for any parent or giurdiun of u child to knowingly permit or 
negligently allow the child (o tcnuin in any public place within the City of Sun Juan during 
curfew hour* Parents and guardians of minors ate expected to keep their minor children from 
leasing their home 

Minors arc strictly prohibited from leas ing their homes at arty time of the day. except for 
justifiable reasons, and in such eases, they shall be accompanied at all times by their parents or 
guardians 

SECTION 4. NO PENALTY IMPOSED ON CHILDREN - No penalty shall be 
imposed on children for violation of the curfew houts ordinance However, they shall be 
apprehended and instead be brought to their residence or to any barnngay official at the hurangay 
lull to be released lo the custody of their parents 

SECTION 5. PROSECUTION (JND1.R RA II3J2 Any person violating the curfew 
hours under this ordinance shall he referred to the authorities for prosecution pursuant to the 
provision ol Section 9 (d) and (e) of Republic Act No 11332. which provides as follows 

Section 9. Prohibited Actx -The following shall be prohibited under this 
Act. 

fdt Non-cooperation of persons and entities that should report urvd'or 
respond to notifiable diseases or health events of public concern, and 

(c) Non-eoopcration of the person or entities identified as having the 
notifiable disease, or affected by the health event of public concern 


SECTION 6. EXEMPTIONS * The follossing octs or occasions shall be exempted from 
the implementation of this Ordinance 

a Health Workers and frontline personnel tn the performance of their functions; 
b On-duty Police, military personnel and other law enforcers, 

C. City employees providing services to the people of San Juan City, 
d On-duty public and private employees, and arc returning home from work, without detour 
or stop, provided that they show certifications from their employers depicting their 
office/duty hours. 

c Those who provide public transport serv ices (bus. tncycics, jeepnev drivers) subject lo 
rules provided by the Traffic and Parking Management Office and the Public Order and 
Safety Office and officials duly authorized by the City Mayor, 
f Those who provide delivery services for baste necessities such as food, medicines, etc.. 
g. Any person involved in on emergency situation, such as unforeseen circumstances, or the 
status or condition resulting therefrom, requiring immediate action to safeguard life, limb 
or property The term also includes, but is not limited to. fires, calamities, disasters, 
automobile accidents, or other similar circumstances; and 
h Any government employee, official while in the performance of their duties and 
responsibilities as duly authorized by the Local Chief Executive 

SECTION 7. NON-RESIDENT OFFENDER This Ordinance shall also cover non¬ 
resident offenders

personal Intmledge nl i)k- presence of any person during curfew hours in anv public places. may 
call the attention of any law enforcement olllccf or report the came to the haranguy or police 
Station for appropriate action

All harangaym are Itcreby enjoined to mMall or use in their respective territorial jurisdictions

Si t I ION It). IMPLEMENTATION. The implementation of this ordinance shall 
continue to he in force and cITcct until lifted or revoked by the City Council upon the 
recommendation of the City Mayor 

SL< I ION 11. SEPARABILITY C’LAl'SE - If. for any reason, any section or provision 
of this Ordinance is declared unconstitutional or invalid by a competent court, the remaining 
sections or provisions not a fleeted thereby shall continue to be in full force arid effect 

SECTION 12. RLPKALIM; C LAI Sf All Ordinances is hereby repealed oi 
amended accordingly including all ordinances, resolutions, rules or regulations inconsistent with 
or contrary to the provisions of this Ordinance 

SECT ION 13. EFFECT!VTTY • This Ordinance shall take effect immediately
